‘HELD FOR COUNTERFEITING 


Close and Kilcrin, Formerly of Lawrence, 
Charged with Issuing Bogus 
Mileage Books. 


BOSTON, Aug. 20—Telegraphic ad- 
vices from New York announce the ar- 
rest of William 8. Close of Lawrence in 
that city, and his arraignment in the 
Jefferson Market police court on the 
charge of counterfeiting the mileage 
books of the Boston & Maine railroad. 
He will be held pending the reception 
of requisition papers from this state. 

The arrest of Close has been momen- 
tarily. expected for the past eight or ten 
days as the detectives who were put 
upon the track have from time to time 
reported that they were close upon the 
heels of their man. 

The first information received by the 
company that its mileage books * 1 
been extensively counterfeited, came 
through an application made at the 
passenger department in this city to 
have a blank page in a book that had 


er. Asan error of this kind by the 
printers is a rarity, it led to a closer 
inspection of the book than would oth- 
erwise have been given it, and this re- 
vealed the fact’ that it was spurious. 
The matter was placed in the hands 
of the company’s secret service agents. 
Suspicion at once rested upon Close, 
as he had been guilty of a similar crime 
about three years ago. A hunt was 
made for him in Boston, but it was defi- 
nitely ascertained that he was nct per- 
sonality operating in this city. It was 
learned, however, that a number of the 
books had been purchased from a cer- 
tain party here, but no arrest was made 
as it was feared that the principal of- 
fender might take fright and leave for 
distant parts. The detectives kept upon 
Close’s track, and traced him to New- 
buryport, where it was learned he had a 
confederate who had made _ several 
sales of the bogus mileage books. 
From Newburyport the detectives 
went to Maine, where they struck 
Close’s trail, but just before they were 
ready to arrest him he suddenly dis- 
appeared and probably located in New 
York, as indicated by today’s advices. 
It is estimated that Close succeeded in 
disposing of about 60 of his counter- 


feits, and that his realizations were 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$1000. ; ; 


WILLIAM 8S. CLOSE ARRESTED 


William 8. Close, formerly of this 
city, a supposed accomplice of Patrick 
H. Kilcrin who is at present awaiting 
trial on the charge of defrauding the 
Boston & Maine railroad company, has 
been arrested in New York City and 
is charged with a similar complaint to 
that of his alleged companion. 

Close at one time conducted a laundry 
on Methuen street, this city, and in ’97 
he served 18 months in the house of 
correction, having been the defendant 
in a case parallel to the one in which 
he is at present held. 


HIS LOCAL RECORD. 


Close is no novice in the counterfelt- 
ing business, as the records of the mu- 
nicipal court show. 

In 1897 it was discovered by the pas- 
senger department of the B. & M. that 
its 50-ride and 25-rice books had been 
imitated, and that large numbers of 
them had been purchased by unsuspect- 
ing parties. 

The chief operator proved to be W. 8S. 
Close, a long resident of this city, but 
whose native place was somewhere in 
Maine. He was sentenced to the Law- 
rence house of correction for 18 months. 

At the time of Close’s arrest it was 
found that he had completed arrange- 
ments for an extensive issue of the mi'e 
age books in addition to the counterfeit 
trip books. The express oliice in Low- 
ell was visited, and among the packages 
to be called for was one addressed to 
Close. Upon examination it was found 
to contain a form which was the exact 
duplicate of that from which the rail- 
road company’s mileage books were 
printed, and that everything was in 
readiness to begin work. 

City Marshal O'Sullivan was in New 
York last night and held a ccnversa- 
tion with the prisoner who will be 
brought here as soon as norsible. To- 
day the marshal went to Boston to take 
the necessary steps towards obtaining 
extradition papers. He informed a 
Telegram reporter this morning that 
the requisition papers were necessary 
in the state of New York even if the 
prisoner were willing to come without 
them. 


THE GANG ROUNDED UP. 


The gang which has been counterfelt- 
ing the mileage books and coupon tick- 
ets of the Boston & Maine railroad has 
been rounded up by the police, it is 
claimed. 

The printing plant where the tickets 
were duplicated has been locate} in 
Boston. Inspectors McGarr and Mor- 
rissey now have the case well in hand 
and it is believed that the whole gang 
is under arrest. 

Frederick A. White, a printer witha 
shop at 14 La Grange street and a home 
at 48 Curve street, is the last man ar- 
rested, In his room and in his shop 
were found type ang electrotypes from 
which the bogus tickets were struck off. 

White blames the whole fraud upon 
Close, who was arrested in New York, 
and, in fact, the clews to Close were 
found in some letters taken from White 
at the time of his arrest. Patrick. Kil- 
cren, who was arrested at Newburyport 
is the other member of the gang. : 

The prisoners are charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the railroad, 

Mr. George, the special agent of the 
railroad, is the man who run down the 
accused men. Close and Kilecren will 
be tried in Lawrence and White in Bos- 
ton. 

White was arraigned before Jucge 
Forsaith today, and held In $1000 until 
Aug. 31, when the case Is scheduled f r 
a hearing.

Bruce’s Establishment, Recently Pur- 
chased by National Biscuit Co., 


Stops Business.

Sunday at Bruce’s bakery on Lowell 
street. By order of the directors of the 
National Biscuit company, which pur- 
chaed the plant two years ago, no more 
manufacturing will be done here. From

The closing of thes bakery throws | 
about 20 skilled workmen out of em- 
ployment. Eugene E. Poor, who has 
been manager of the business for the 
past two years, has resigned and he has 
ben succeeded by Mr. Smith of Rut- 
land, Vt., who assumed his new duties 
this morning. No change has as yet 
been made in the office help, and the 
earts will be run as usual, for the pres- 
ent. 

The change although anticipated, was 
sudden. How sudden can be deduced 
from the fact that Manager Poor hada 
carioad of flour come Saturday with 
which -he had planned to start baking 
this morning. 

The announcement of the change was 
made by the head director, J. W. Hazen 
who came to Lawrence Saturday after- 
noon. 

The machinery at the plant which is 
in excellent condition, will be moved 
elsewhere. The baking prviously done 
here is to be done at the U. S. Bakery 
in Charlestown. The product will be 
sold as usual under the A. B. Bruce la- 
bel. It will be shipped to the local depot 
and distributed just as if it had been 
manufactured here. 

It is stated that the change wil! re- 
sult in considerable of a saving to the 
company, as the goods can be manu- 
factured much cheaper at the Charles- 
town plant than here, for the reason 
that there are seven ovens in the U. 8. 
Bakery and only one in Bruce's bakery. 

Hon. A. B. Bruce, under whose man- 
agement the cracker business nere grew 
to be extensive, expressed much regret, 
when talking about the change, that 
the plant has to be shut down, as_ s0 
many of the employes had worked for 
him since they were boys.

Dr. H. A. Randle, formerly a mission- 
ary in China, spoke Sunday afternoon 
and evening, at 42 ‘Chelmsford street, on 
the divine plan of the ages, pertaining 
to redemption and restitution. 

The subject in the afternoon was the 
tansom which Christ paid for all. The 


speaker claimed that whatever disabil- 
ity, sin, condemnation and death had 
come upon the race by reason of the sin 
of Adam was or would be totally re- 
moved from the race by the one act of 
righteous atonement which Christ 
wrought for all, in other words that the 
effects of the ransom will be coexten- 
sive with the effects of the fall. 

The millennial kingdom shortl” to be 
established upon the earth, he said, will 
be the times of retribution of all things 
when the dead will be raised and judgei 
in righteousness by Christ. Tne judg- 
ment will constitute a trial, a probation 
for all. It should not be regarded as a 
second probation, but simply a future 
Probation, for most people get none in 
this life.

As none but Israel were On 
probation in olden times, so none but 
the household of faith are on trial now. 

In the evening the subject was the

of the world in the fullest sense—even 
as the Son of Righteousness which will 
arlse with healing in His wings, when 
the lieht of God’s truth will shine 
throughout the world, and all men shall 
come to a full knowledge of it; when 
God’s original promise to Abrfiam that 
“in his seed shall all the families of 
the earth be blessed,” shall be abund- 
antly fulfillled.’’

NEWS OF MURDER. 


TOLEDO, Aug. 20—A cablegram from 
Shanghai under date of Sunday has 
been received at the office of a medical 
company here today.

The Koo 
Fan farm lies 40 miles south of Pekin 
and is used as a receiving depot for the 
herbs grown in the vicinity. It is man- 
aged by Dr. Roberts, who formerly lived 
with his parents at their farm here.

THROUGH GRIPPLE GREEK © 


Graphic Account ofa Trip Through That 
Wonderful Region 


No Lawrence citizen who travels sees 
more and tells about it more entertain- 
ingly than Mr. Edmund Bicknell, the 
well known clothier. Hence it is, that 
the following communication, mailed 
before he left. Cripple Creek, is bound 
to have a wide reading in Lawrence. 
Mr. Bicknell writes: 


On Saturday, August 11, 1900, the Col- 
orado Midland railroad opened up a 
bargain counter. “A midsummer bar- 
gain counter.” If there is any one thing 
more than another that will excite hu- 
manity in general it is a bargain coun- 
ter. The human race is everlastingly 
holding its breath for an oppotunity to 
get something for nothing. Men and 
women in need of bread will shun a 
good honest home bakery and tumble 
over each other to buy gold mines at- 
tractivly displayd on a bargain counter, 

The markdown sale of the Colorado 
Midland railroad, above mentioned, was 
an excursion from Colorado Springs to 
Cripple Creek gold mining camp at half 
fare. The temptation was too much for 
me to resist and with many others I 
went. 

Cripple Creek is 58 miles from Colora- 
do Springs and about 4000 feet higher. 
The excursion train, consisting of ten 
cars, was drawn up the steep mountain 
road by three mammoth engines, each 
of which has eight driving wheels, so 
constructed purposely for mountain 
climbing. 


The same train was drawn down this 
same road by gravitation alone and 
even then old “grav.” must be handi- 
capped by a steam engine to prevent 
the necessity of running into the plains 
of Kansas or using Mt. Washington as 
a ‘grand bumper” for stopping the 
_train. This shows how weak is steam 
power as compared to gravitation. 

Let me assure such of the Telegram 
readers as have never: taken a ride 
over this road that it is too crooked for 
morality, too steep for steamboat nav- 
igation and the scenery too grand for 
description, The power of the pen of 
the longest of long-haired poets is too 
weak for the occasion. 


For two reasons my seat was flat on 
the platform of the rear car, feet rest- 
ing on the coupler. First, from choice; 
and secondly, because every other seat 
was occupied. Such a seat-on such a 
ride is better than an orchestra chair. 
The scenic grandeur of ever-changing 
mountain scenery caused by the cir- 
cuitous route continually climbing the 
steep grade keeps one all the while 
looking for new views, which are al- 
ways seen to best advantage from the 
rear platform of the last car. 

The climb begins in earnest at Mani- 
tou Springs, seven miles fromthe start, 
and the time consumed in making the 
58 miles was four anda half hours., 
only a little more than twelve miles per 
hour. ‘ 

A large per cent. of the entire trip is: 
a continuation of tunnels through 
mountains, deep cuts, through hills, 
bridges over frightful gulches and can- 
yons, and short curves in the track 
clinging to almost perpendicular 
mountain walls. 

When within sixteen miles of Cripple 
Creek the train reaches an altitude of 
10,060 feet. It is here at Gillett that 
mining vperations begin in earnest and 
the enthusiasm of the excursionist is 
changed from scenic grandeur and won- 
derful engineering skilM to the exciting 
presence of real live gold mines. ‘The 
remaining sixteen miles it may be truly 
said that the train is winding and twist- 
ing almost continuously through a solid 
net work of gold mines, would-be gold 
mines, holes in the ground and pros- 
pects. Mines that have made two mil- 
lionaires and mines that have made 
paupers. To illustrate the many high 
hills and hill sides in this goli camp, 
let me say that in a _ straight line 
from Gillett to “Cripple’’ is only four 
miles, while the train winding around 
the hillsides covers 16 miles to reach 
the Cripple Creek station. 

At Victor which is a part of the Crip- 
ple Creek district are located some of 
the richest mines. When I' was told that 
the Independence mine was sold in 1899 
for $10,000,000 I was sorry. Not sorry 
because of the sale or the price, but 
because I was not the orignal owner, 
A man with $10,000,000 is just as happy 
as though he were rich. 

The Portland mine located near the 
Independence has paid to date $3,000,000 
in dividends. It employs 650 men and 
enjoys the reputation of being the most 
valuable property in the whole Cripple 
Creek district. By a man who looked 
sanctimonious when he made the state- 
ment, I was told that another property 
had been recently sold for $15,000,000, 
Large sized stories these, are they not? 
It suddenly occurred to me that Bryan 
and George Fred should at once pur- 
chase at 16 to 1 shot gun and come here 
hunting for gold bugs. Hypnotized by 
the magnetism of these many millions, 
I left the excursion train at Victor in- 
tending to purchase a “job lot of goid 
mines,” for ‘‘the Consumers’ picnic,” 
but found after indulging my appetite 
with a good dinner, that my cash on 
hand was sadly reduced, so abandoned 
the project. ‘ 

An electric road connects Victor with 
Cripple Creek. The universal comfort, 
satisfaction, observation, facilities and 
“get your money’s worth” in general in 
connection with a ride in “the electrics” 
induced me to take that conveyance 
from Victor to “Cripple.” 

Did you ever witness the crooked pro- 
cedure of a hound chasing a fox at a 
time when said fox begins to realize 
that his houndship is geting danger- 
ously near? If. so, you can get an idea 
of the crookedness of this electric road, 
At one point the elevation is 10,514 feet. 
It traverses the richest portion ofthis 
famous gold district, and is built not for 
the purpose of making the shortest dis- 
tance and quickest time between the 
two points, but to accommodate the 
owners and employees of large mining 
properties and the scenic enjoyment of 
its patrons. From start to finish the 
broad view in every direction is ever- 
changing. The foreground in the picture 
is a vast expanse of high hills and val- 
leys rich with gold mines and the many 
steam plants for working the mines, 
and huge heaps of-ore and waste flying 
about the hillsides and in the valleys, 
are positive evidence of a big pay roll 
for an army of miners who toil some 
of them from morn till night only by 
the light of a tallow candle, and some 
of them more than a thousand feet un- 
der ground. The background, or more 
corretly speaking, nature’s mammoth 
frame to this great mining picture, is 
too vast and grand to be described, 
Great ranges of mountains and peak 
after peak rise one above the other, 
many of them so high as to be com- 
p.e.cely capped with snow on the elev- 
enth day of August, and all the year 
for ought I know, and which are plain- 
ly seen by the naked eye in this clear 
Colorado atmosphere, more than a hun- 
éred miles away. I will venture to say 
that no other six miles of electric rail- 
way in these United States, if in the 
world, can exhibit to its patrons a pict- 
ure so full of interest in man’s energy 
and sudden wealth, and unspeakably 
grand in mountain scenery. 

The city of Cripple Creek is a monu- 
ment to Yankee energy and rapid tran- 
sit push. Ten years ago it was a cattle 
range, Today it claims including the 
whole Cripple Creek district, 50,000 in- 
habitants. None of the cheap shanty 
appearance of a typical mining camp is 
seen. The original town almost wholly 


jestroyed by the great fire has. been re- 
placed by substantial brick blocks. Ev- 
ery branch of business is represented 
in a way creditable to a metropolitan 
city, and her “Thirst Parlors” and 
gambling houses are said to be marvels 
in their way. I said they are “said to 
be”-to prevent any possibility of being 
summoned as a witness. Ladies are 
seen in the streets dressed a la Paris. 
Men who have been suddenly changed 
from common laborers to millionaires 
are seen in the streets with their fine 
turnouts, and are looked upon by an 
army of unfortunates both with envy 
and admiration. Since the discovery of 
gold in 1890, the Cripple Creek district 
has produced $69,723,514 in gold. During 
the year 1899 it produced $20,000,000. Ten 
years ago the entire district was a cat- 
tle ranch and with all its depth of gold 
fertilizer, I have yet to learn of a gold- 
en calf being born within its limits.

Obituary. 


FRANCIS W. EDWARDS. 


The death of Francis W. Edwards oc- 
curred at Washington, D. C., Aug. 8, of 
typhoid fever.

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Exhibition Yesterday Afternoon Ends a 
Successful Season—The Prize 
Winners, 


Yesterday afternoon found a large 
number of people, young and _ old, 
gathered at the Stowe, John Dove and 
Punchard school grounds, to take part 
in the closing exercises of the Vacation 
school either actively or passively, and 
best of all every one seemed to enjoy 
them. From two o’clock until three 
there were games of various descriptions 
going on, into which the boys and girls 
entered with intense interest. ‘They 
raced, they played at ten pins and ring 
toss, and then they showed how the 
classes were conducted. 

Outin the back of the grounds be- 
tween the Stowe and John Dove schools 
were some interesting features of the 
summer school’s work. One was the 
log house with roof thatched with straw, 
made by the boys, out of lumber from 
trees cut and hewed into shape by 
themselves. Here was stationed Miss 
Bessie P. Goldsmith with her two as- 
sistants, Florence Collins and Helen 
Eaton, and on exhibition and for sale 
was cake made by the children at their 
homes after having had instructions in 
class by the teacher, Miss Goldsmith. 
There were also for sale, three kinds of 
ice cream made by the children and 
cookies, bread, lemonade, and so forth. 
They sold everything here and took in 
over $7, 

Close by was the vegetable table with 


the products of the garden at the Guild |, 


house, raised by the children and in 
charge of Harold Saunders, Willie 
Russell and Willie Carey. The table 
with woven baskets was well patronized, 
as it deserved to be from the workman- 
ship displayed. Not only were the 
articles shaped well, but they were done 
evenly and neatly. Here were stationed 
Bessie O’Sullivan, Rose Russell and 
Grace Downing. 

At three o’clock the scholars and the 
visitors entered the Stowe and John 
Dove building where for an hour the 
children showed how the various indoor 
classes were conducted. In the base- 
ment of the Stowe school the boys did 
carpenter work in the Sloyd department, 
making bread boards, butter patties, 
towel racks, kites, weaving machines 
and many other articles. ‘They proved 
by their absorption in the work how 
much they enjoyed it. 

Up stairs on the first floor was a class 
showing the construction. work in pro- 
gress with the girls weaving baskets of 
Indian grass, a work requiring nota 
little skill. In an adjoining room was 
the nature work, where collections of 
butterflies, beetles, and worms were 
shown, the aquariums where the habits 
of the fish are studied, and many other 
things of interest. On the board, as in 
many of the other rooms, were draw- 
ings or explanations by which the sub- 
jects were described or studied. Young 
naturalists were only two glad to pilot 
visitors about the building showing 
them the objects of especial interest, 
and making all necessary explanations. 

On the second fioor was stationed the 
printery, where the excellent little 
paper issued yearly by the boys, was set 
up and printed. One room was set 
apart for the composing room and here 
the youthful compositors were to be 
found setting type or distributing it. 
Across the hall was the. press room, 
where the two hand presses which 
printed the paper were located. The 
paper was out on time this year and 
everything cleared away early. Then 
there was the drawing room where some 
excellent work was found, and the room 
where the girls’ fleld work was shown. 

In the John Dove school the younger 
children’s classes were found, tle kinder- 
garten where the little tots were busy 
n aking articles out of paper or at play, 
and the construction room with little 
ones busy weaving reins and making | 
fancy articles. 

From four o’clock until five an exhibi- 
tion of the dancing class in charge of 
Miss Perrin was given in Punchard Hall 
and showed by the excellent work of the 
pupils how much can be accomplished in 
a few weeks. Some of the girls of this 
class were very graceful and proficient 
in copying the movements of their in- 
structor. 

Besides these classes there are the 
swimming, fishing and musical classes 
which could not be exhibited to advan- 
tage of course. This evening in Pun- 
chard Hall, will be given a little play en- 
titled, “* No Cure No Pay,” upon which 
the members of the dramatic class have 
been at work for some time.

APICNIG TRAGEDY, 


Colored Men at Shawsheen Grove Have . 
a Duel—Result, One Killed, One | 
‘Wounded, | 


As the result of a quarrel over food at | 
the picnic of Harvard lodge, 1542, G. U, 
0. Q. F., of Cambridgé, held at Shaw- 
sheen grove, Ballardvale, on Wednesday 
afternoon, George Davenport, better 
known by his colored brethren as 

| “Smoky”, lies dead, killed by bullet 
wounds in the face and breast, and Ed- 
ward H. Janifer who did the shooting, 
is a prisoner at the Lawrence jail await- 
ing trial for murder, 

It was an unexpected and tragic end- 
ing toa day when pleasure and enjoy- 
ment should have reigned supreme, in- 
stead of oaths, ugly names_and blood 
shed. Several hundred of the colored 
Odd Fellows of Cambridge, came to the 
grove on anearly train in the morning 
for a day’s outing and until several 
cojored men from Boston arrived who 
were not members of the organization 
everything went along smoothly. When 
the trouble occurred revolvers were 
drawn and a duel insued, although sey- 
eral friends of the duelers tried to stop 
it, and eight shots were fired, two of 
which took effect in the body of Daven- 


| the. and a third one found lodging in 


| 


the fleshy part of the left leg above the 
| nee of William Norris, known as 
“Shorty” who was endeavoring to pre- 
vent trouble. 

Davenport continued his shooting un- 
til he had fired four shots when he 
finally reeled back and fell at the foot 
of a tree, saying “Bill, I’m done for,” 
and expired in about ten minutes, be- 
fore medical aid could reach him, 


After the shooting, Janifer gave his 
weapon to one of the women, he does 
not know who, and after inquiring the 
way to the nearest police station, 
started to Andover to give himself up. 
On the way to Ballardvale he met Select- 
man Stark who had been notified of the 
affair,and to him Janifer surrendered 
himself. He was taken to Mr, Stark’s 
house and left by himself for fifteen 
minutes, while Mr, Stark telephoned 
for Chief William L., Frye and Dr, C. E. 
Abbott. - Janifer was later put in 
charge of Policeman Cronan. 


When Chief Frye, Dr. Abbot and the 
Townsman representative arrived on 
the scene, Davenport had been dead 
some few moments. He was examined 
by Dr. Abbott who found a buliet 
wound in the nose and another through 
the right breast just below the nipple, 
either of which he judged would have 
been sufticient to cause death. He also 
examined Norris and extracted a 32- 
calibre bullet from his leg, stating that 
the wound was not serious. 


Medical Examiner Howe was tele- 
graphed for and the body of the dead 
man was placed upon one of the tables 
in charge of a colored man, pending 
the arrival of the coroner. Chief Frye 
secured a number of witnesses and took 
them to Andover when a preliminary 
trial was held upon the arrival of Trial 
Justice Poor from Boston. shortly after 
4 o'clock, Judge Poor found probable 
cause to hold Janifer for the Superior 
Court without bail, on the charge of 
murder, 


The story told by Janifer and corro- 
berated by nearly all the witnesses was 
substantially as follows: ; 


“Tam 35 years old as I was born in 
1865. Iam married and have two chil- 
dren who were with me at the picnic. 
My wife and children went home soon 
after the shooting. I was on acom- 
mittee with William G. Green of Cam- 
bridgeport, Gaston 8. Williams of North 
Cambridge, and William Watkins of 
Cambridge, to look after affairs at the 
grove, When dinner time came arrange- 
ments were made to feed the musicians 
(rie eet was set in the pavillion. 
|r he members of the committee were at- 
; tending to their wants when Daven- 
port and Norris came up. ‘Smoky’ or 
“Smoke,” as we called him, and I didn t 
know his other name, commenced to 
grab things from the table. Mr. Wat- 
kins told him to stop as that food was 
for the musicians and that he hadn’t 
been invited to the picnic any how. He 
didn’t stop but kept right on grabbing 
the food and I told him he had no right 
to do that way, and stopped him. Then 
he got mad and called me names, and 
probably I called him some, I don’t 
know. “Smoky” said he was going to 
kill me if he could get some bullets for 
his gun and he went out to try to get 
some. Iheard he offered $2.00 for some 
bullets but could not get them. He 
told some one that he would get some 
when his partner came up on the noon 
train and then he’d fix me. I didn’t 
think much more about it but got my 
lunch box and went off with my wife 
and children to eat dinner. 


“When the noon train came in we saw 
someone we knew and I went down to 
get themtoeat dinner with us. Some 
one told me that “Smoky” had got some 
bullets and that he.was looking for me 
but I didn’t think I’'d“have any trouble 
with him. I met him and he called me 
a bad name and said he was going to 
settle with me. I didn’t want to have 
any trouble so I started to go away. 
He said, ‘I’m going to kill you,’ and I 
said, ‘By —! are you?’ and I pulled my 
revolver for I saw it was kill or be 
killed. Idon’t know which one of us 
fired first but on the first shot we were 
only three or four feet apart. Herin 
around the pavilion and came around 
to the window opposite me and we both 
fired again, I don’t know how many 
times. I wasn’t hit but pretty soon he 
walked off a little way and fell down 
near atree. I don’t know which shot 
hit him. Iam sorry if I killed him but 
he would have killed me if I hadn’t him. 
I went right off to give myself up for 
I thought that was what was best to do.” 


The shooting stirred up the friends 
of both parties somewhat but there was 
little trouble. When Davenport 
dropped his revolver it was picked up 
by a man named Edward Hamilton and 
was later turned over to «Chief Frye. 
There were but two empty chambers in 
the revolver, a 52-calibre five shooter 
Smith & Wesson, but eye witnesses be- 
lieve that he loaded it during the firing 
as they claim that he fired more than 
three shots. Janifer says that he does 
not know what the calibre of his re 
volver was but it is probable that it 
was a 32 also. 


Janifer remained cool and unexcited 
throughout the after part of his affair. 
Judge Poor conducted the trial at the 
police court shortly after half past four 
Janifer pleaded not guilty to the charge 
of murder. The various witnesses sum- 
moned were William G. Green, 2 Essex 
Court, Cambridgeport, Gaston S. Wil-.

Abbott. With the exception of Walker 
and Hamilton the witnesses told nearly 
the same story differing only on minor 
details. The other two told of some- 
body having “Smoky” around the neck 
when the first shot was fired. The 
judge found probable cause to hold 
Janifer and he was committed to the 
lawrence jail later in the evening to 
await the sitting of the superior court 
in Lawrence, in the second week in Sep- 
tember. The personal sureties of 
Green, Williams and Watkins for their 
appearance at the superior court were 


| accepted by the judge, and they were 


allowed to go. Hamilton, Gough, and 
Walker were held until they could ob- 
tain bail, while Norris was allowed to 
go. 

Davenport’s body remained at the 
grove until viewed by Medical Ex- 
aminer Howe, who ordered it to be 
taken to Lawrence where an autopsy 
was held Thursday. The deceased was 
about thirty years old, was married and 
lived at 14 Acton street, Boston. His 
wife left him about two weeks ago to go 
home on a visit to her mother. 


Nearly every one’s sympathy seems to 
be with Janifer and the general opinion 
is that he Wid it in self defence. He is 
one of the most widely known colored 
men in Cambridge, and no one hasa 
word to say against him. His em- 
ployer, George M. Smith, a prepared 
wood dealer of Cambridge, visited him 
at Andover, just as soon as possible 
after he learned of the affair, and will 
do all in his power to have Janifer re- 
leased under bonds. He told the Towns- 
man representative that he had em- 
ployed Janifer ten years, and knew him 
to be a quiet, industrious, honest, sober 
and in eyery way a trustworthy man, 
one who would not have done such a 
thing except under great provocation. 

Scores of people have called on Mrs. 
Janifer at her home at 360 Main street 
Cambridge, to express their sympathy. 
The friends of the prisoner, and they 
number many, have secured the ser- 
vices of Clement G, Morgan to conduct 
his defence. 


Medical Examiner Howe performed 
the autopsy Thursday morning upon the 
body of Davenport, in the undertaking 
rooms of W. W. Colby. Both bullets 
were found, one in his head and the 
other in his breast. Mrs. Davenport ar- 
rived in Lawrence yesterday morning 
and made arrangements to have the re- 
mains removed to Boston, where burial 
will take place. Chief Frye was present 
at the autopsy.

Spec‘al train leaves North Lawrence 
station at 8.40 a.m. 
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Reading Cars Could Not Run. 


The second serious difficulty which 
the Lawrence & Reading street railway 
has encountered in running their cars 
between Andover and Reading, occurred 
last Saturday night at 9 o’clock, when 
an accident to the cylinder of the 
engine at the power house in North 
Reading stopped all traffic over the road. 
Cars were stalled on the road between 
the two towns, and their numerous 
passengers and others at both ends, who 
expected to take later cars, were forced 
to get home the best way they could. 


The management of the road and es- 
pecially President Woodward, put forth 
every effort and did all that was possible 
to get the stalled passengers to their 
destinations. Barges and carriages 
were engaged and Col. Woodward sent 
out two of his own private turnouts to 
convey the people to their homes. 
Trips were made to Andover, Reading 
and North Reading, and two trips were 
even made to Wakefield. 


Not a ear moved from Saturday night 
at 9-o’clock, nor all day Sunday and 
Monday. ‘The loss of the Sunday riding 
meant a large financial loss to the com- 
pany, as the riding on that day would 
have been .exceedingly heavy. So few 
trains run toward Boston and the 
beaches on Sunday that the road will 
prove a boon to people who do not care 
to be tied down to a schedule of one 
or two trains a day. Recognizing the 
fact that the new road would get them 
to the beaches cheaply and quickly, hun- 
dreds of people came to Andover from 
Lawrence and vicinity Sunday, to take 
the cars, only to be told that they were 
not running. Many returned to Law- 
rence, and went to Reading via Lowell, 
while others waited for a train. 

At the Reading end almost every car 
coming into the square had its quota of 
passengers for the Lawrence and Read- 
ing road, who manifested considerable 
disappointment when they found that 
the cars were not running. 


The road is proving very popular but 
like all other new roads it is bound to 
have certain accidents to the ma- 
chinery, and other obstacles to over- 
come before everything is gotten to 
running smoothly.

Road Will be First Class. 


The following is the text of the fran- 
chise given to’ the Havernill and Ando- 
ver Street Railway wompany by the 
town of North ‘Andover. , 

North Andover, Mass., Aug. 21, 1900 

Upon the petition of the, association 
for the formation of Haverhi.] and An- 
dover Street Railway company. 

After due notice by publication in the 
Lawrence Telegram, May 2, 1900, and 
hearing thereon held May 24, 1900, it is 
ordered: 

That leave be granted said Haverhill 
and Andover Street. Railway company 
to construct, lay maintain and use a 
single track in Osgood street from the 
Haverhill line to Sutton street; taence 
through Sutton street to Main street; 
thence through Main street to Railroad 
street; thence through ‘Railroad street 
to the Andover line; together with turn 
outs, switches, curves, sidings and con- 
nections, whereas the same appear upon 
the plan filed with the town clerk; and 
to erect, maintain and use such p dies, 
wires and other appliances as are usual 
and necessary in the overhead or trol- 
ley system of street car propulsions; 
provided, however, that the company 
shall arrange to run its cars uvon the 
tracks now in Main street; or, failing 
so to do, shall not lay any track in said 
street; but shall provide a way over pri- 
vate land from the junction of Railroad 
and Main streets to Sutton street, at iis 
own expense. 

Said leave is granted under the fol- 
ide express conditions and provis- 
ons: 

First:—Said railway company — shall 
restore the surface of the streets to as 
good condition as the same shall ‘b2 in 
before laying down of the tracks; and 
wherever the same are located outside 
the then wrought part of said streets, 
the entire expense of cuttin filling, 
grading, widening and other work ghall 
be borne by sail company. And gen- 
erally all the work upon said streets by 
said company shall be done at the ex- 
pense of the company, and as required 
by and to the satisfaction of the select- 
men, and any of said work not meeting 
with their approval or hereafter prov- 
ing unsatisfactory shall be changed 
and made to conform to their require- 
ments. 

Said company shall at its expense 
clear snow from their tracks when and 
in the manner ordered by the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Second—Steel ‘‘T’’ rails only shall be 
used. weighing not less than fifty-six 
pounds to the yard. Said rails shall be 
properly bolted, and laid on sound oak 
chestnut ties ar” to the satisfaction of 
the Selectmen. 

All poles used shall be located where 
indicated on said plan, shall be reazon- 
ably straight, of sound timber, and 
painted; and shall be square or octag- 
onal where so marked on said said plan 
and wherever the Poard of Selectmen 
may hereafter so require; and all po’es 
used must be satisfactory to the Se- 
lectmen., 

All the electrical equipment shall be 
done in a workmanlike manner and 
modified or changed where the Select- 
men may so require. 

All the trimming of trees shall be 
done under the direction of the tree 
warden of the town or other proper of- 
ficial. 

Third—Said company shall use first 
class rolling stock, and maintain the 
same and all tracks and appliances in 
first class repair. Should they fail so 
to do, such reasonable and nece:sary re- 
pairs may be made under the direction 
of the Selectmen, and the expense 
thereof shall be borne by said com- 
pany; but this shall not interfere with 
the right hereinafter reserved to revoke 
this location or any part of the sime. 

Said company sha'l so provide for its 
electric current, and provide such con- 
ductors thereof and of return currents 
that injury or deterioration to water 
pipes or other property shall not occur, 

All closed cars shall have vestibuled 
fronts and be comfortably heated. In 
the construction of said railway, pref- 
erence shall be given to the citizens of 
North Andover, other conditions being 
equal. 

In case of fire or other emergency the 
Selectmen or engineers of the fire de- 
partment, when they deem necessary, 
may cut any wires or remove poles of 
said company, and no liability therefor 
shall attach to them or to the town: 
and further, the expense of repairing 
and replacing the equipment so injured 
shall be borne by said company. 

Fourth—No fare within the town of 
North Andover upon the said location 
shall exceed five cents, and transfers 
shall be issued by said comnany, when 
and where the Selectmen, from time to 
time, may deem just and reasonable, 


after notice to company and a hearing. 


thereon. 

Children shall be carried to and “vom 
school at one-half the usual fare. 

The Selectmen may from time to time, 
make such other and further regula- 
tions as to the use of tracks, the num- 
ber, speed and running time of cars 
as they may deem required bv the pub- 
lic welfare. 

Fifth—The said company shall ‘idem- 
nify and save harmless the town of

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damage or expennse arising out of the 
construction and operation of said 
railway and from failure to comply 
with any provisions of this order. 

The railway shall be completed and 
in actual operation throughout, before 
June 1, 1901. 

For any failure of the company to 
comply with any of the conditions of 
this order, the Selectmen may revoke 
the location hereby granted, or any por- 
tion of the same. 

Before the work of construction of the 
road under this grant shall be com- 
menced, said company shall give to the 
town of North ‘Andover a bond in the 
penal sum of two thousand dollars 
($2000), in form satisfactory to the Se-

INTERPRETERS WERE PUZZLED. 


A stranger who had dropped into the 
Centre stret police court one afternoon 
last week might have thonght: that he 
had discovered a dramatic representa- 
tion of a scene at the tower of Babel or 
a school of modern languages where all 
the instructors had gone crazy and 
were talking at once in all the lan- 
guages they knew. 

A small, swarthy, frightened looking 
man was crouching in the witness chair 
staring at all the official and several 
unofficial and volunteer interpreters 
who were jabbering excitedly, The 
smali man was Mike Costello, who was 
arrested the night before with a party 
of Italians who were interrupted in the 
midst of a general fight in Eldridge 
street.

There is no regular French interpre- 
ter at the Centre street police court, 
but several Frenchmen in the audience 


volunteered their services. All their 
French, however, did not bring an 
answer from’ the witness, who only 


squirmed uneasily :in his chair and 
looked appealingly to the magistrate. 
A volunteer German interpreter who 
came next only succeeded in causing 
the witness to look more bewildered 
than ever. Another interpreter then 
took his turn and addressed the witness 
in an impassionate harangue which 
sounded like a buzz saw going through 
a knot. The witness looked at the rap- 
idly moving mouth and black beard in 
terror for a few moments, and finally, 
placing his hands over his ears, turned 
away with an expression of agony on 
his face. Several other interpreters, 
encouraged by this sign of intelligence 
Started to talk excitedly in their re- 
spective languages. This was too much 
for the magistrate, who, jumping up 
ent his chair, ordered them all to keep 
quiet. 

“Why on earth don’t you answer any 
questions,’ he shouted to the witness. 
“What language do you speak?” 

“Sure, these guys wouldn't give me 
a chanst,’”’ said the witness, “I don’t 
speak no langwitch at all. I didn’t 
want ter say anyt’ing tell they got tro’ 
with their jabberin’, I can speak when 
I get a chanst all right, and talk, but 
I’m a wise guy and don’t git arrested 
for contempt of court interruptin’ court 
officers, See?”’
